All of the methods of Group I-V, even though they utilke the same agent, are independent 
and distinct due to the disorders being treated. Strabismus is disorder of the eye in which the visual 
axes of the eyes are not parallel and the eyes appear to be looking in different directions, 
blepharospasm is a spasm of the eyelid muscle resulting in closure of the eye, and cervical dystonia 
Uncontrolled or slow movement is defined as an impairment of the muscle tone (usually in large 
muscle groups), causing slow involuntary contractions of the neck. Thus, all of the disorders cited 
have different etologies, different population groups, different modes of treatment. The mode of 
administration for cervical dystonia would be vastily different than for stabismus. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II-V and vice versa, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
